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Supplemental to the Information Disclosure Statement filed on 
July 10, 2003, applicant is enclosing Form PTO-1449 and copies of 
three (3) further references: DE 916 370 C; DE 77 36 362 U; and 
US 3,751,941 A, cited in the search report of the parallel European 
patent application EP 02 011 281.7. 

German patent specification No. 916 370 discloses an overload 
coupling having two bushings 3, 4 and 20, 21, respectively (cf. 
Figs. 1 and 3) . The bushings 3, 4 are connected to the shaft 2 and 
the hub 1 by means of wedges 5 and 6. The bushing 3 has three 
annular grooves 7. In each of the grooves 7 there is arranged a 
resilient ring 8. The rings 8 are made of a corrugated steel strip 
and have flat edges 9 and 10. 

In the embodiment shown in Fig. 3, the bushings 20, 21 are not 
connected by means of wedges to the shaft 2 and the hub 1 but by 
means of resilient rings 22, 23 arranged in the grooves 24, 25 of 
the bushings. 

German utility model No. 77 36 362 discloses a shafthub 
connection having a clamping set. The clamping set consists of a 
pressure ring 1 having a self-locking conical outershell la and a 
shoulder lb. Moreover, the clamping set consists of an outer 
clamping ring 2 having a conical bore 2a and threaded bores 2d for 
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receiving clamping bolts 3. The hub 7 is provided with a 
cylindrical projection 7a which is made of one-piece with the 
hub 1.
